Dr, W. W. Carpenter of thig tity, has 
received a letter from a lady friend, resi- 
dent of Honey Lake Valley, Plumas 
county, informing him of a pingularly 
fatal disease, which, up to its date, hai 
swept of thirty of the inhabitants of that 
Valley during the month of January. pal 
Below we publish an extract’ from the 
letter ; also Dr, Carpenter’s theory of 
thie dauses producing fatality 80 alarm, 
ing : 

* * There has a new disease, 
anda very s ne broken out here 
which has thus far proven fatal in every 
case but one. The first symptom is a 


chilly sensation, followed up with heavy: 
chills which end with a high fever, great| 


distress in the head and breast-—and 
finally delirium. In some cases sharp 
setae pains in the head, and dizziness: 
es the chills, Some die in a few, 
and some linger a few days ; but. 
thus far but one case has recovered.— 
Five have died with it in this week in. 
the little town of Susanville. With the 


exception of two women and one child’ 
One of| 
our physicians pronounce it the Cold. 


the victims have all been men. 


Plague ; but the rest all call it Conges- 
tive Chills. Let it be what it will it 
makes sad havoc here. One family be- 
came frightened and left the Valley. It 
is not supposed to be contagious—yet I 
suppose it is endemic. Al! agree, so far 
as I have heard any opinion passed upon 


‘its cause, in referring it to the bad at- 


mospheric conditions maga uent upon 


the excessive dry season 
up to the present moment, (Jan. 23,) 
had rains enough to lay the dust. The 
weather is as warm as summer. We 
implore you you to send us a treatment 
for this dreadful disease. 

The theory of the above fatal disease 
is, in my opinion, as follows, to wit: In 
consequence of the excessive dryness of 
the atmosphere there is a deficiency of 
moisture imparted to the lungs, which 
deranges the the electrical conditions, 
and a congestion of those vital organs is 
the result. The lungs being in a con- 
gested state incapacitates the victim 
from inhaling a sufficiency of pure at- 
mospheric air to properly oxygenate the 
blood, which fluid. becomes,.as a.necessa~ 
ry consequence, surchared with carbonic 
acid gas—converting it into a black 
thick turbid mass, clogging in the veins 
and producing congestion of the brain. 
The reason that men are its almost in- 
variable victims, while women escape.is 
because women live in.the house where 
the the vapors emenating from the _boil- 
ing water (more or less of which is al- 
most constantly on the stove, ) keeps the 
air of the room ina comparatively moist 
state ; while men are-nearly all the time 
out into the dry air. I should consider 
all the boiling water that could be got 
upon a stove in the patient’s apartment 
an indispensable preparatory measure to 
the treatment of the disease. 

When we take into consideration the 
fact that animal heat is in proportion 
to the quantity of oxygen supplied to the 
system, of course chilly sensations must: 
be the inevitable result of such a great 
deficiency of that vital element, as nec- 
essarily exists. in such a physiological 
state; while sharp shooting pains are 
always the consequence of congestions. 
The high altitude, and consequent rari- 
fied state of the atmosphere at all times 
in the Honey Lake Valley, favors the 
production of the disease. Twice the 
amount of dry weather would not devel- 
op the same disease on a level with the 
sea. The treatment must be obvious to 
any enlightened phpsicians who meets 
with the malady. I would however re- 
mark that its management to be success- 
ful must be energetic ; 
think that it should be commenced by 
placing the patient in a hot mustard 


bath, while at the same. time a stream 


of cold water is being poured on the héad

There is no National Central Commit- 
tee of the Union Party, and ifa call is 
made by any of the committees of old 
organizations, it will in the minds of 
many beget.a felling of prejudice against 
its nominees, for there are thousands of 
unconditional Union men who still. cher- 
ish an unreasonable prejudice against 
being called a Republican, as there are 
‘théusands of Republican antecedents 
who would object most strenuously to 
be classed as Democrats. 

The mind of man is 9 composed, that 
it presents a combination of contradic 
tions, and there are thousands of radical 
Union men, (of democratic antecedents, ) 
why are downright abolitionists, ° yet 
still posses a prejudice against the name 
of Republicanism. © 

In California, and in several of the 
other loyal States, the names of old par- 
ties lave become extinguished among 
Union men, They no longer rally as 
Republicans or Democrats. but as patri- 
ota, and in the present terrible ordeal of 
our country, stand shoulder to shoulder 
for the nationyand national rights and 
honor. The name of Democracy or Re- 
publican, no longer possesses a charm 
for-their ears, and they do not ask of 
their brother Unionists any endorsement 
of the Platform. of .Baltimore, Chicago, 
or Cincinnati.

Cer- 
tainly not from any call from the com- 
mittee representing the Breckinridge 
wing of the old Democfatie party, for 
the spirit of that organization is at the 
bottom of the treason, not from any 
move of the Douglas wing of the same 
party, for all of its members have given 
way to the march of events, and quiet- 


ly fallen into the ranks of Union or Se- 


cession, Not from the Bell and Ever- 
ett organization, for the life of that par- 
ty hag only been spasmodic since the 
death of Henry Clay, and not from the 
Republican organization, forit has giv- 
en up its distinctive Organization in the 
most of ‘the loyal States since 1861. . 

‘Old parties then in our view are dead, 
and from the sound elements of all must 
be created anew one. What its name

In this I beg leave to differ with him 
as I know of his having been given the lie for 
backbiting me, more than two years since. I 
never allow bid kind even to call themselves 
friends of mine. | If Root's name was on the pe- 
tition for my appointment, it was only there that 
it i be seen, not that it was considered of any 
weight. 

Now Ict us look at some of the charges. 
is one : 

‘Sixth, George Woodward, Mohawk Valley.— 
Ten dollars for license, sent in by John R. Buck- 
bee, who on telling Stille that Woodward had sent 
in the amount to pay for his Federal License, told 
Buckbee that that was all right; that B. could 
keep that, and that would. make B. and Stille 
square, as one Smith, a client of Buckbee’s had 
forwarded that sum by Stille to Buckbee, but that 
Stille had neglected to pay it over,” &c. 

Now let us see, On the 18th of August, 1863, 
I was at G. Woodward’s place. Mr: W. was not 
at home. I made the assessment of $6 66 for 
license on his saw will as retail dealer in lumber. 
At the same time, as I could not find that he had 
been assessed by J. S. Ward, stated to Mr. Hill, 
(I think that is his mame) that in case Mr.“’'W, 
had not paid license, he would be liable to back- 
license, and when he came home to state the facts 
and have him send the application to me, with 
the money. Aug. 27th, 1865 I was at Round 
Valley. J.R. Buekbee came in that place, and 
while I was talking with another man, {came to 
me and said, ‘Stille, some man over here gave 
me ten dollars for license, but you are not going 
to getit, for Ihave used it.” Iasked him what it 
wag, and he said, ‘I do not know, just now,” and 
passed on. I said thatisall right, John. Jobn 
R. Buckbee madé a speech that evening, and after 
it was over I asked him if it was not in Moha 
‘Valley. that he got that motiey. He said he 
thought it was, and there it rested. On the Ist 
of October. 1863, I was passing G. Woodward's 
Mill; I stopped at the mill and while setting on 
my horse asked Mr. Woodward if he had sent ten 
dollars by J. R. Buckbee tome. He said-that ke 
had. I told W. that I thought it must have been 
him, and that I should get it. From that time to 
this I have never thought of the matter, till I 
saw Root’s publication. Itseems strange to me 
that Buckbee should have forgotten all about the 
matter, till he thought he could use it against me, 
and then could recollect the parties so well who 
sent the money. Now I donot hold myself re- 
sponsible for the money which G. Woodward gave 
J. R. Buckbee, and J. §. Root will find that his 
supposition is not correct, for [ shall make no re- 
turn in February's list of G. Woodward for back 
license. Buckbee and Woodward can settle the 
matter as they please. Now the garble of the 
statement between Mr. Smith and me. On the 
14th February, 1863, at Honey Lake Valley, I 
borrowed ten dollars of Mr. Smith, and Mr. Smith 
told me that when.I got ready to pay that money, 
I could pay it to J. R. Buckbee, as he owed him. 
I have never got ready to pay it, yet I never au- 
thorized Buckbee to use G. Woodward's money. 
I know that Buckbee does not like me, for this 
reason I suppose. Between twoand three years 
ago, I done him an injury. His house was on fire 
and he was in bed. I went there and by taking 
the chances of being badly burned, saved all the 
p'ovisions which he had. I felt that I had done 
something wrong, yet out of good feeling, (John 
was not so rich then as now,) soT went down the 
street aud borrowed. twenty dollars, and sent it 
to his wife; and worked by the mouth to pay it. 
Jobn never forgave me for this, yet I supposed 
that when I done all I could for him last summer, 
in the getting of the office he now holds, he 
would have forgiven so small an offence. Good- 
bye, Juhn. 

In the cases of Knolland Bacheler, I will only 
say that I never intended to make those returns, 
as I do not think they were liable to the license. 
Bachcler and one H. Looman who these fathers 
of the county.have missed, were assessed for Ped- 
lar’s license, B., $15 00, Lay $10 O00, for selling 
their own produce. I was not satisfied at the 
time, and asked J. M. Avery in this office if he 
thought they were liable to the license. He said 
No. Since the assessments were made, I have 
never seen Mr. Bucheler. Mr. Looman, I spoke 
to some three months since, telling him that I 
would pay him back. When I have seen Looman 
I have never happened to have the coin by me. 
He can have green-backs at any time, In Knoll’s 
case, Kuoll sent the money to me, and I reevipted 
for it, and at the same time told the man who 
brought the money.to me, that if Knoll was not 
liable to the license, be should not pay it. Mr. 
Knoll tells me that J. S. Root took his receipt 
fiom me, and would not return it to him, but 
nade use of itin his article. Now I will say here, 
that all who have my receipts, and wish to have 
them made right, send them to me, not to John S. 
Root. Iam the man to attend to them, and if I 
do not give you E. Dunham's receipt, I will give 
back the money. 

“ Ninth, Wm. Schlatter—mentioned by Stille 
in lis card, and I may place in the same category 
John J. L. Peel, C. Walker, I. J. Harvey, N. 
Breed and T. C. Purdom of whom he made no re- 
turns till forced.” 

Now when J. S. Root said this, he knew that 
he uttered a black contemptible lie, for those re- 
turns were made, the money collected and in the 
Department, betore he (Root) got his commission 
as Deputy Collector, and when he said that the 
parties whol paid back the: money to that I had 
collected, Imean Brown, Jacks, Saw Mill Co., 
Martin and others, made me do it, or even spoke 
to me of the matter till I called on them to re- 
ceive it, he knows that he tells a lie as black as 
hell, tor put any and all of those men on: their 
oath; and they will swear that my statement here 
‘i$ correct, and I defy John 8. Root to prove to 
the contrary. I make no apology for this card, 
for I believe it to be my right to let the Public 
know how things'are garbled to make a fair side 
for those who know no other means to build them- 
selves up but to teat some of else down. As an 
Officer I have always tried todo my duty, without 
making myself offensive, and: thank God I have 
never beer. guilty of low backhanded means toinjure 
others. WhatI do, I do open and before the 
world, If I commit an error, I am willing to ac- 
knowledge it, nor dol try to saddje my faults on 
others ; andI would say here that I have no blame 
to attach to John M. Avery. There is no doubt 
but his mind has been abused by an underhanded 
meanness which has been practiced on him.
